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TAE CHANCE OF A VETOE. 


The fate of the Chinese bill is still 
in doubt although we believe the dan- 
ger of a vetoe is overrated. The Presi- 
denthas given every encouragement 
to the opponents of unlimited immi- 
» gration; indeed he seemed to grasp 

the true principle of the controversy 
long before most of the senators and 
representatives theught the matter 
worthy of any great consideration. 
If Hayes believes the principle is just 
to our people and the bill is all right 
he will sign it, no matter what pres- 
sure is brought to bear upon him 
him against it. On the other hand, 
if he believes the other way, he will 
act it although he knows the howl 
which will go up frem every paper 
west of the Rocky mountains, the 
GazetreE included. Still rising above 
sectionalism and local influences, we 
are of the opinion that a wide and 
sound prindiple of statesmanship is 
on the side of the bill and that it will 
be duly signed and put into practical 
operation. If the effect is as favora- 
ble as is hoped it will be a great 
blessing. Let us hope for the best 
and pray that the Chinamen may not 
come into Mexico and cross over by 
ship loads; that they may not smug- 
gle into small ports like San Diego or 
Wilmington, and that no other cun- 
ning schemes may be invented to 
evade the operations of the new law.

HONOR TO WHOM HONOR IS DUE. 

Thos. Wren, the introducer of the 
bill to restrict Chinese immigration 
deserves more credit than he has been 
given for it. He worked hard and 
contributed largely to its success. 
Doubtless Mr. Wren is satisfied with 
the result of his bill, and the great 
gvod which is expected to come from 
it, and the satisfaction of having done 
his duty, is reward enough; but all 
men like a proper recognition of im- 

ortant services, and Nevada owes it 

to herself and her industrious rep- 
resentative to take some notice of his 
efforts in her belialf, especially as he 
was the originator of the bill which 
was known as the Wren bill. Let the 
newspapers throughout the stäte ne- 
tice him if the government does not.

We imagine Senator Conkling would 
like te have had a ring in the nose of 
his éditer when he read the obituary 
ofhis organ, the Utica Repnblican. 
That sheet has lost its grip and died 
scolding. It says the death ef the pa- 
per is solely owing to the failure of 
certain friends of Mr. Conkling to 
supply that small amount ef money 
neccessary to keep an organ alive io 
the absence of other resources. He 
says gloomily if Senator Conkling’s 
friends don,t care whethez the Repub- 
lican lived. or died, it is time tor it to 
die.

(Co respondence of the Gazstre. ) 


The asylum bill was read for the 
first time in the senate on Monday 
and was referred to the tummittee on 
waysand means. This committee, I 
understand, are nearly all bitterly op- 
posed to the bill, but will give the 
friends of the measure an opportunity 
to come before them and make their 
statements before they make their re- 
pert, which will be made to the sen 
ate Thursday or Friday next.
